rhe  object  of  this  noii-sectarian,  practical  char- 
ity is  to  erect  and  maintain  a home  for  infants 
and  small  children,  orphans  being  taken  free, 
while  those  with  laboring  fathers  and  mothers, 
shall  be  admitted  upon  payment  of  not  less  than 
ten  cents  daily. 

The  prescribed  age  for  children  is  under  six 
years  ; the  board,  however,  reserving  the  privi- 
lege of  making  exceptions,  both  in  rejecting 
within  the  prescribed  age,  or  admitting  children 
over  six  years  old,  by  a majority  vote. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  adults  be  admit- 
ted to  the  Home.  The  special  object  being  to 
care  for  the  little  ones  and  to  help  their  parents 
to  be  free  to  seek  honest  labor.

Ivvery  pels  >n  saonld  feel  tlial  he  is,  at 
least  for  the  time,  upon  a social  ecpiality  with  < very  guest  who 
is  ineseiit.  'I'h.at  a la-rson  was  bidden  to  the  toilei tainment 
jnoves  that  the  host  so  considers  him,  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
invitation  levels  him.  for  tin  lime,  c ither  uj)  or  down  l(.»  the  social 
grade  of  all  whom  he  ma\  nuct.no  matier  ;it  whai  estimate  he 
ma>  hold  himsclt  when  tl  awlitic.  A ladv  oi  g<*nilemeu  must 
combul  him->i‘lf  or  hci'^elt,  while  remaining  in  the  house,  as  if 
Im  re  wen-  no  inoic  c.xaltcd  socici\  than  that  which  is  piesent. 

.Sa Z/o't/ //<//.  v.  — .\  well  lued  ju  rson  bows  the  moment  he  recog- 
nizes an  acapiiiinlance.  .According  to  the  rules  of  good  society 
eveiN where,  every  one  who  has  been  iiitrodueed  to  you  is  entitled 
to  this  mark  td  respect.  A bow  iloes  not  entail  a ealling  accpiaiiit- 
anee;  to  neglect  it  shows  iie'  kct  of  early  eduealioii  . 

In  thoroughfares  where  persons  are  constantly  passing,  gen- 
tlemen keep  to  the  left  of  a lady,  without  regaial  t(;  the  wall,  in 
ordei  to  protect  her  from  the  jostling'  elbows  of  the  unmannerly, 
but  in  doing  so,  eithei d.iy  or  night,  or  under  any  ciia  nmstances, 
it  is  highly  improper  for  a gentleman  to  take  a lady’s  arm  and 
steer  her  as  he  might  a b.arrow.

Ini  as  to  a .\  ;ilued  fi  ii ml. 

Tlu*  saim-  loi  malities  obl;iin  at  enlei  lainments.  'I'he  gentle- 
man who  is  a lormal  acquaintance,  palii*titly  waits  for  the  laity 
guest  to  recognize  liis  presence. 

Hand-shaking  is  falling  into  disuse  for  ordinary  calls. 

A lady  never  accompanies  a gcntlehian  to  the  door  of  the 
drawing  room,  much  Je.»s  to  the  vestibule,  unless  .slie  has  a pro- 
found ies])cct  for  him.  She  introiluces  him  to  no  one  unless  there 
is  a special  reason  for  the  formality,  Imt  he  conver.ses  with  her 
guests  as  it  he  li;id  met  them  before. 

No  afti  i-  lacognilion  is  warranted  between  gentlemen,  or 
b<  tween  ladies,  and  cerl;dnlv  not  bi  tween  a lady  and  gentleman, 
until  they  shall meet  again  in  the  drawing-room,  whin  the  gift  of 
mutual  speech  is  iisumed.

can  offer  liis  services  to  others. 

\\  Idle  the  hostess  is  receiving,  no  iiersoii  should  remain  beside 
her  e.\cept  the  members  of  her  family  who  may  receive  witn  her, 
or  sncli  as  she  lias  designated  to  assist  her.  All  persons  entering' 
should  pass  on  to  make  room  for  others,  those  who  wish  to  show 
her  anv  attention  .seeking  her  later,  when  she  is  disengageii. 

Cei  i inonioiis  leave-taking  at  balls  is  not  neces.sary,  unless  the 
hostess  or  some  member  of  the  family  is  conveniently  near  at  the 
moment  of  departure,  (ientlemen  who  go  from  one  ball  to  another 
on  the  same  night,  as  in  kondun,  dispense  entirely  with  the  for- 
mality. 

These  formalities  of  a private  ball  apply  also  to  a public  enter- 
tainment for  dancing,  and  they  must  be  followed  in  the  latter  case 
with  even  Severe  strictness. 

Calls  after  a ball  are  made  on  the  hostt  ss  on  the  first  of  her 
regular  reee])tion  days  after  receiving  her  hospitalities,  or 
after  having  been  comjielled  to  decline  the  hospitality.  If  she 
havi  no  fi.ved  reception  day.  a card  should  be  left  for  her  within 
ten  days  after  the  entertainment. 

Dinners  ami  Dininje;  (hti. — The  lady  who  i)roposes  giving  a 
dinner  makes  a catalogue  of  all  those  whom  she  desires  to  invite 
to  her  house.  From  these  she  selects  and  groups  those  whom  she 
thinks  will  be  agreeable  to  one  another  from  similarity  of  tastes, 
station,  age,  or  habits.  Mental  accom])lishments  should,  and  they 
do  at  the  present  day,  enter  largely  into  the  selection. 

When  a dinner  is  given  in  honor  of  some  one  not  unmistak- 
ably famous,  the  choice  of  guests  is  comparatively  easy,  those  who 
are  not  invited  understanding  the  rea.son  io  be  the  lack  of  affilia- 
tion with  the  chief  guest,  and  therefore  forbearing  all  imiuiries 
regarding  the  reason. 

It  is  I'ustomary  for  those  who  give  dinners  often  to  have  cards 
of  invitation  engraved,  with  blanks  for  names  and  dates.  On  an 
extra  card,  in  the  .same  envelope,  snould  be  the  following  form;

The  degree  of  intimacy  of  the  ae<iuaiiitaiice  regulates,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  form  of  the  reply.  Regret  is  always  presumed 
to  be  genuine. 

('.ucsts  should  arrive  puuctuallv  from  five  to  ten  minutes  before 
the  dinner  hour,  the  hostess  in  all  probal)ilUy  not  being  able  to 
receive  them  earlier,  l.ater  than  this  does  not  allow  j>roper  time 
for  introiluctions  and  the  arrangement  of  cscort.s. 

If  the  guests  know  one  another,  cauls  can  be  handed  on  0 tray 
by  a .servant  at  the  door,  lie  selects  the  one  with  his  own  and  a 
ladv  s name,  and  afti  r greeting  tite  hostess,  seeks  his  partner, 
ami  awaits  the  announcement  of  dinner.  If  the  guests  are  un- 
ac(|uainted,  the  hostess  suggests  to  each  gentleman  his  partner, 
pre.^ents  him,  and  tells  him  whether  his  place  at  table  is  at  the 
right  or  left  of  the  hostess. 

Cards,  either  plain  or  ornamental.  According  to  the  taste  or 
ceremoniousness  of  the  <Iinner,  are  laiil  at  each  lady’s  and  gentle- 
man’s plate  with  their  names  upon  tluin.  The  menu  card  i.s 
usually  hidden  beneath  it. 

The  dinner  is  announced  by  the  chief  waiter,  who  stands  at 
the  entrance  of  the  drawing-room,  wdiich  opens  toward  the  dining- 
room, and  bows  to  the  host.  The  latter  i.s  alert,  anticipating  the 
information.  He  offers  his  left  arm  to  the  lady-in- chief  for  this 
particular  occasion.  She  may  be  the  wife  of  the  eldest  gentleman 
or  the  especially  honored  guest,  as  before  explained,  lie  proceeds 
first,  and  his  guests  follow  him  to  the  dining-room,  his  wife  enter- 
ing last  with  the  gentleman  entitled  to  most  consideration.  Ivich 
jiair  find  tlieir  assigned  position  by  the  card  wdiich  aw’aits  them, 
assisted  by  the  information  previously  furnishetl  by  the  host  in 
regard  to  the  side  of  I he  table  chosen  for  them.  This  is  done  fis 
(pm  tly  as  possible,  as  nothing  is  less  elegant  than  a bustling 
manner. 

Win  11  the  dinner  is  over,  the  hosless  bows  to  t In'  lady  at  the 
1 ig hi  (»f  the  host,  rises,  and  the  guests  lise  abso.  'I'he  jp  ntleiin  11 
tilhei  stand  mitil  the  ladies  leave.  01  eonduet  them  to  I he  door, 
and  H turn.  It  is  good  lorni  l)Ut  not  inemnbent  to  c.scorl  the  ladies 
to  the  diawing  f<>oin.  'I'ln  gc  nth  men  sinoki*  in  the  dining-room, 
01  in  an  apartnu  nt  ))rovide(t  for  that  purpose,  not  K.miaining  long 
frv>m  the  drawing-io(*m. 

Coffee  rs  served  at  table  after  the  dessert,  in  the  ('rawing- 
i<M»m  lialf  an  hour  lalei.  I n 1 he  lattei  ease,  tin-  hostess  usually 
sits  b>  lhee(*lbc  utu.and  tin  g(  utleuieu  may  can  y the  eolb  e- 
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cups  to  the  Indies^  followed  hy  a servant,  who  hears  a tiayupott 
which  are  sugar,  cream,  ami  often  a handsome,  low,  cut-glass 
caraffe  of  hrandy. 

tiuesls  may  leave  after  coffee,  and  shouhl  not  in  any  event  lin- 
ger more  than  two  hours.  A ])erson  desiring  to  leave  before  the 
rest,  should  inform  the  hostess  beforehand,  and  then  leave  with- 
out formal  adieu. 

J'Uiqnette  requires  a call  upon  the  hostess  within  a week  after 
the  dinner,  or  before,  if  she  have  a stateil  receptioji  day  .sooner. 
If  the  reception  day  is  not  convenient,  cards  can  be  left  in  person 
(the  right  side  or  the  right-h.and  uppt  r corner  tiiriKMi  <jver)  for 
each  grown  member  of  the  family. 

lirt'tikjasis,  LttHt  hi’OHs  and  Sn/>/>t'i  s. — The  hour  for  giving  u 
breakfast  varies,  accoriling  to  its  formality,  from  half-past  nine 
till  twelve,  the  latter  hotir  bi  ing  only  allowable  where  elegance 
rather  than  sociability  i.->  studied.  Macauley  said : “Dinnerpar- 

ties are  mere  formalities;  but  you  invite  a man  to  breakfast 
because  yon  want  to  see  him.’  both  gentlemen  ami  ladies  may 
be  guests  at  the  breakfast  table,  but  ladies  only  usually  receive 
invitations  to  a luncheon  paity.  The  breakfast  is  more  social 
auvl  enjoyable  than  dinner. 

Invitations  to  breakfast,  not  too  formal,  are  written,  and  need 
not  l>e  issued  more  than  five  days  in  ailvance  of  an  entertainment. 

The  style  of  the  note  may  be  <piite  as  informal  as  any  brief  but 
friendly  letter.  <jr  it  may  be  the  lady’s  visiting  card  which  con- 
veys the  ic(|ne.st,  if  this  card  be  engraved  after  tlie  customary  form 
prevailing  in  New  \’ork,  with  the  adilress  in  the  right-hand  lower 
coi  ner,  ami  the  ordinary  day  for  receiving  callers  upon  the  left,

Walking 
costnnies  ar«*  worn  by  both  gcnth*mcn  ami  ladies,  :il.so  visiting 
gloves,  whic  h are  removed  at  table,  'I'he  descent  fioin  the  dress- 
ing loom,  and  greetings  betwe  en  hostess  and  gnesl.are  just  the 
same  .as  at  a dinner  je.arly.

The  host  condnct.s  to  the  table  the  ( blest  lady,  or  the  one  who 
as  a bride  or  for  any  oilier  reason  is  entitled  to  special  consider- 
ation if  there  be  no  host  the  lady  of  the  house  leads  the  way, 
at  c(jiu panied  by  the  most  honored  j^^nesl  , lady  or  gentleman. 

('•  ue.sls  are  e.\ peeled  to  leave  half  an  lujur  after  llie  breakf.ast 
is  over. 

b'ornial  breakfasts  recpiire  elaborate  but  not  full  dress  for 
ladies;  a inorninjj:  or  frock  coal  for  j»entlenien.  with, li^;ht-colored 
tioust  rs,  and  waistcoat  to  corresptnul  with  the  coat. 

'IMie  general  dii  t clions  for  descent  to  the  vlinin>»:- room,  theeon- 
dnet of  the  host  and  j^nesls,  are  the  same  as  for  dinner. 

The  Ksaieral  rtilt  s I'ej^ulatinj^  a breakfast  apjily  etiually  well  to 
a Inneheon. 

After  a very  formal  breakfast,  a call  on  the  hostess  is  e.\  pec  led, 
according  to  rules  j'iven  elsewhere.  An  informal  breakfast  re(|aires 
no  after-call 

Suppers  are  presumed  to  be  for  jj;vntleineir only,  and  are  served 
from  nine  to  ten  o’clock.  The  informalities  of  invitation  are  all 
of  I he  same  k ind.

liarty  at  the  home  of  the  bride,  or  at  the  home  of  the  >»rooni,  at 
which  the  immediate  family  of  the  bride  must  be  present. 

Compliments  by  notes,  ^ifls  of  flowers,  and  calls  upon  the 
lady,  follow. 

Durinj^  the  term  of  betrothal,  little  parties  may  be  given  to 
the  engaged  couple  by  their  immediate  circle  of  friends,  at  which 
they  may  appear  and  receive  friendly  congratnlations.  This  is 
sufficient  as  an  announcement  of  the  fonnal  engagement. 

'I'he  intended  bride  foregoes  visiting  during  the  brief  interval 
presumed  to  elapse  between  the  engagement  and  the  wedding, 
except  that  she  le.ives  a card  in  iH-rson  at  the  residence  of  all  her 
fri(  nds,  wit  hont  enlei  ing.  just  before  the  day  of  the  ceremony, 
'flic  last  call  is  one  not  to  be  omitted. 

The  wt  (Iding  cards  are  sent  (>ut  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
ceremony  is  to  fake  place.  Invitations  to  rt mole  i>laces  must  Ijc 
f(jr warded  sooner.

If  the  bride  stands  in  the  rel.'ilionship  t*f  ward,  nii ce,  gr.ind- 
danghtt  r.  eoir-.iii.  or  simply  fut  nd,  to  the  vu  ison  or  |)ersoii.s  issu- 
ing tin  invitation,  the  fa*  ( is  noted  in  the  lot  i!iula  in  place  td  the 
woi  tl  daughter.” 
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Accomtianyiii^  tlie  eu{?raved  uote  is  a card  of  invitation  to  the 
recej)tion  for  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  be  bidiieii  to  partake 
of  the  festivities  of  the  oceasiou 

Invitations  to  \ved<iings  are  enjjraved  on  one  sheet  of  paper, 
the  separate  cards  of  the  bride  or  j^rooin  beinj^  seldom  used.  The 
enj^ravinjf  is  in  plain  script.  The  paper  is  thick,  fine,  and  shaped 
so  as  to  foKl  once.  The  ciiiher,  inonograiii,  or  crest,  should  be  at 
the  middle  of  the  top  of  the  paj.;e,  and  not  printed  in  color.  It  is 
now  thouj^ht  to  be  in  better  st\  le  to  put  the  device  on  the  envelop, 
instead  of  on  the  note.

'I'lic  ushers  wail  at  the  door  of  the  drawing-room 
lor  guests  as  they  arrive  from  church,  and  present  them  to  the 
newly  wedded  pair.  If  ladie.s  are  present  without  gentlemen, 
they  escort  them  to  the  refreshment  room,  afterward  leaving  them 
to  provide  for  themselve  s. 

bridal  gifts  are  seldom  displayed.  If  they  are  shown  it  is 
with  the  names  of  the  donors  th  tached,  to  prevent  invidious  eom- 
paimons.  The  universal  bridal  present  is  a disu.sed  cu.slom.  The 
i)ride  acknowledges  the  gift  by  a luHe  in  her  own  hand. 

If  the  newly  inarrieci  begin  house- keeping  at  once,  cards  are 
issued  for  morning  or  evening  leccptions  at  no  distant  day,  to 
whieJi  only  such  persons  are  invited  as  they  desire  to  retain  as 
friends.
